The Law of Libel and the Press. 

Under the old English common law, 
apy statement or publication that as 
persed the reputation of 8 person was ac- 
tionable, and, whether true or false, it was 
regarded as tending in either case to a 
breach of the peace. The mere provoca- 
tion in the one case apd the falsehood in 
the other were alike punished. In Ken- 
tucky a constitutional provision permits 
the alleged libeler to submit the truth ot 
his statements as a defense, but, this slight 
modification excepted, we retain here, and 
probably in nearly all the States of the 
Umea, the law of a barbaric age which 
had no newspapers and could not read 
them. This law presumes that every 
statement imjurious to the reputation of 
individuals is uttered with malicious in- 
tent, and, even when the defendaat rebuts 
this presumption apd destroys it, the mere 
tact that the statement is injurious and 
tends to 8 breach of the peace renders him 
guilty of a technical libel, and, though 
the damages awarded be merely nominal, 
he is thrown into the costs. 

Under this law po newspaper can pub- 
lish the ordinary news of the day without 
being harassed and taxed continually by 
suits which are far more malicious than 
thé libels complained of. A typographical 
error converts s harmless word into one 
that is defamatory and actionable. In 
vain the newspaper proves by the writer 
and the manuscript iteeli that it was a ty- 
pographica! error which crept into the pe- 
per in spite of every possible precaution. 
In vain it is proved that the error was cor- 
rected as soon as discovered; that every 
apology and atonement was made, and 
that there was and could be no malice 
whatever in the publication. In spite of 
al) this proof the newspaper is still techal- 
cally guilty of bel; a jury ignorant of the 
impossibility of avoiding such errors may 
be still be prevailed on to award damages 
sufficiently punitory, as they think, to 
make publishers more careful; and, though 
the damages are only nominal, still the 
newspaper must pay the heavy costs and 
its own lawyers’ fees. 

As long as this is the case the notoriety 
which attends such trials will induce brief- 
less barristers and the lowest shysters of 
the profession to foster and encourage 
these prosecutions. They will undertake 
them without fee, if only for the sake of 
appearing to have business in court, and 
some ef them will snap at such opportuni 
ties for blackmailing publishers. From 
such persecutors it is the duty of the State 
Legwiatures to deliver the presa, and this 
can be readily done by following the pro- 
cedent set in some States, and especially 
in England, where this absurd and irra- 
tional law originated. In England a techni- 
cal libel does not pow throw the defendant 
into costs, and if malice is disproved the 
court offers a penny without costs. So in 
Wisconsin and some other States, the ver- 
dict must indicate that real damage has 
been inflicted and with malicious intent, 
or the costs are not imposed on the de 
fendant. This should be the law ef this 
and every other State, and if it = made 
such it will relieve the press of great an- 
noyance and injure no one but the refuse 
ot the legal profession.
